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DECISION IN BUCKS COURT 
Multi - Million 25% Assessment Cut 
Granted U.S. Steel’s Fairless Plant 


Bucks County Judge 
Edwin 
H. Satterthwaile in a 93-page 
opinion handed down today, has 
given 
U.S. 
Steel’s 
Fairless 
Works a multi-million - dollar 
cut in its tax assessment for the 
years I960 through 1963. 


It was approximately a 25 per 
cent assessm ent 
cut for the 
steel plant and could mean a 
drop of the sam e in taxes. This 
might mean a quarter mill tax 
hike 
for Falls 
residents, 
in­ 
formed sources said. 


In his decision, 
couched 
in 
highly 
technical 
terms, 
t h e 
judge allowed assessment 
re­ 
ductions ranging from $8,994,- 
840 (from $32,709,300 to $23,714,- 
460) in 1962 and $6,626,850 (from 
$29,867,300 
to 
$23,240,450) 
in 
1963. 


1,900 Acres Involved 


The decision may have 
far 
reaching effects 
on 
the 
tax 
structures of 
Falls Township, 
where the plant is located. 


It concerns chiefly some 1.906 
acres at Uauderbaek Road and 
Penn Manor Road. It 
affects 
some 250 buildings including ad­ 
ministrative 
and 
maintenance 
facilities, 
open 
hearth 
and 
blast furnaces, a coke plant, a 
sheet and tin division, sewer­ 
age and w ater facilities and Na­ 
tional Tube. 


The decision follows an 
11- 


day hearing last October when 
the plant maintained that its as­ 
sessment over the four-year pe­ 
riod was “grossly excessive.” 
The plant’s assessment in 1963 
was $29,867,300. It was reduced 
from $32,709,300 the year before 


when the county board of as­ 
sessment, acting on a previous 
decision of the judge, reduced 
the evaluation by nearly $3,000,- 
000. 
The firm later appealed to the 
board for an additional $10.- 


500.000 reduction, but the board 
held firm on its earlier deci­ 
sion. The m atter went to Bucks 
County court. 
The decision calls for a cut 
of $7,862,510 in the company’s 
1960 assessment of $31,579,970, 


and $8,518,840 in the firm’s $32,- 
551.300 assessment for 1961. 
The plant’s appeal was direct, 
ed against the township’s super­ 
visors and school board and the 
county board of assessment. 
In his opinion the judge said 


that he relied heavily on the 
“ expert” testimony of Jackson 
Cross Co., Philadelphia apprais­ 
ers. 
The judge denied U.S. Steel 
an appeal on three other small 
tracts of land, ranging from 5

to 90 acres. 
Judge

some four different reasons for 
the company’s appeal: 
—Its assessm ent was not uni­ 
form with evaluation of similar 
property. 


—New 
techniques 
in 
steel- 
making since 
the 
plant 
was 
built in 1952 made some of the 
facilities obsolete. 


—The county board of assess­ 
ment had not considered recent 
•eonomic and technical develop­ 
ments effecting the steel indus­ 
try. 


—Judge Satterthwaite, in an 
earlier decision, excluded mil- 
l ons of dollars of machinery 
and equipment not subject to 
taxation, 
but which were in­ 
cluded in the assessment.

They said also they could de­ 
term ine no course of action — 
including possible appeals —un 
til the court’s decision is re­ 
viewed by their attorneys. 


Funds In Escrow 


Twenty - five per cent of the 
company’s tax money for these 
years has been placed in es­ 
crow pending outcome of litiga­ 
tion. The township has accum ­ 
ulated 
approxim ately 
$200,000 
and the Falls School board ap­ 
proximately $1,400,000. 


To determine the actual tax 
money involved in the slash, the 
amount reduced must be multi­ 
plied by the millage rates for 
each of the four years.

Works assessm ent has been go­ 
ing on since 1957. The township 
and the school board had filed 
appeals against the assessments 
for 1957 to 1959, claiming they 


were too low, but later dropped 
these appeals in order to ex­ 
pedite the settlement for the 
years from 1960 through 1963. 


No funds are in escrow for 
the earlier years. 


Steel initiated the appeals for

years, 
forcing the 
township and the school board 
to place 25 per cent of the funds 
in escrow.

He said the average 5.5 per 
cent pay boosts will “reward 
and retain excellence in our 
federal service” and constitute 
“one of

advances in the last 30 years 
or longer.” 
“This is more than just a 
pay bill,” Johnson declared be­ 
fore putting his name to the 
legislation in a ceremony at­ 
tended by government officials 
and members of Congress in the 
White House Rose Garden. 
Johnson said the bill “is, as 
the title says, a reform meas­ 
ure.” 
The legislation will increase 
the salaries of House and Sen­ 
ate 
members 
by 
$7500 
each 
starting 
next 
year 
and 
ad­ 
vances the pay immediately of 
every other civilian federal em­ 
ploye 
except 
the 
President 
himself. Congressional pay will 
go up to $30,000. Johnson said 
the raises will help make pay 
scales in government “reasona­ 
bly comparable with those of 
private life.” 
Expects High Productivity 
At the same time, he said 


taxpayers have a right to ex­ 
pect highproductivity from gov­ 
ernment workers and “a full 
dollar’s value for every dollar 
spent.’ ’

To Salvage Rejects 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Defense Department inaugurates 
an experimental plan 
in 
No­ 
vember to accept and then try 
to rehabilitate men previously 
rejected for the Army because 
of low mental or physical stand­ 
ards. 
The program, which Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNamara 
announced yesterday, call for 
the 
Army 
to 
educate, 
train 
militarily and improve physi­ 
cally men unable to meet cur­ 
rent requirements for regular 
enlistment. Persons participat­ 
ing would be volunteers. 
About 11,000 persons will be 
in training at any given time. 
The Army plans to accept 60,- 
000 over a three-year period. 
McNamara said the project 
was aimed at reducing the De 


fense Department’s reliance on 
the 
draft 
by 
expanding 
the 
number of volunteers. 
At President Johnson’s direc­ 
tion, the Pentagon currently is 
studying whether the draft will 
be needed 
in the 
1970s 
and 
may bring it to an end, either 
experimentally or 
permanent­ 
ly, as soon as 1967. 


Those accepted for the pro­ 
gram will sign up for three 
years. However, if they fail to 
qualify mentally and physically 
after 6 to 12 months of train 
ing they will be discharged. 
The Pentagon’s announcement 
said the Army also hoped to 
gain experience from the test 
program in making use, in case 
of mobilization of individuals 
with correctable deficiencies.
